At length the woe-worn Salvador was 

. roufed: What canft thou mean by all this 

Irritation? Hylax, where wouldft thou lead 

thy wretched matter ? — Still Hylax pulled 

and barked — ^and ran bcfore — and then re- 

•turned — and barked again, and leaped and 

wagged his tail. " Thou haft prevailed, 

my friend," faid Salvador ; " away ! and I 

will follow thee/* For about one hundred 

yards,. with folded arms, thinking more of 

his misfortunes than of the rapturous joy

forward the joylef§ /Salvador moved' on^ 
regardlefs of the path hc took, followed 
clofely by the only friend his deftiny had 
Icft him. The evening of a fijltry day 
' B^ 3 came 
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came on, refrefhing nature with its genial 
de WS, ere Salvador took refli when, tired 
by the hürried pace hc had kept fo long, 
he funk beneath a fpreading tree, and 
leaning bis weary hefad, made heavy by 
misfortune, on bis arm. SIeep eafed bis 
body for many boursj bis mind, alas! re- 
mained tbe fame, nor were the vifions of 
bis fancy lefs perturbed thän were bis 
waking thoughts, Now U '"Vs early morn,

At length he fee» him fcowering 
back^ füll gleefull, and leaping up feemed 
big with information ;' all bis lictlßi playful 
ways wje^e one by one fhown ofF, with ad- 
mirable addrefs, togain bis mafter avertp 
bis wifli, enticing him with every ^rf h^' 
eould invent, along.— Salvador .encoyrag!?cl 
him with whoop and hoUow, with running 
now and then^ with calling on hU name, 
and whiftling loud in the air. Hylax npv 
leaped agaipft the ftubborn fence, feil back, 
and leaped again^ and^fli^nned his mafter 
with his clamorous aoife, Salvador, how- 
ever, re^ched the place, determined not tp 
q^uit it befQre his curic^ty was fatisfied j 
and groping on the ground, and thefi; 
among the thickly matted foliage, at length, 
when almoft weary with his fearch, he 
thought he faw a little opening, nearly level 
with the turf i and ftooping almoft on his 
fi 5 hands 
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hands and face, he worked one hand quitc 
through, when feeling fomething like a

Journey — and a ktnd Reception. 

JljLYLAX ran on before his mafter, bark- 
ing and füll of glee* The fingle taper 
threw' a light juft fufficient to Ihow the 
doorj Salvador feit for thc rapper — "I 
will venture to alarm the houfe ; and fliould 
a pampered menial refufe admittance, I'U 
pray him to take pity; if that ftiould fail, 
1 will tem^t him with my purfe/' — But 

Salvador 
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Salvador found none ta anfwerj the door 
was faftened — he groped his way around^ 
and every window . he could reach he 
fought to raife in vain: ftrong bars and 
iron bolts were faftcnings too mighty for 
his ftrength. At length one fmall window 
yielded to his touch, and fpringing up ad- 
mitted Salvador with difficulty.

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— Tired and faint, he fought a ftool to reft 
uponj and feeling round the walls, they

In this perplexity of thought fome time 
elapfed, until the early morn now ftied its 
firft gleam of light, which faintly entercd 
through the opcning in the window-lhutter, 
and fcarcely yet made known to Salvador 
the pcrfed ftyle of the rpom. Animated 
by the approrching morning, he raifed him 
from the ground : the boards feemed old 
and worm-eaten, Impatiently he waited for 
the rifing fun; the light was ftill too grey 
to ferve him much.

What da^gers may he not leave her ex- 
jx>icd to!«— dcath nuy feize upon her in 
hi# abfeüce. Thofe contrarieties of wiihes 
and difficqlties agiuted him extremely» 
apd he found it alaioft impoflible to de- 
cide: humanity called equally on his feel- 
ings for the living as the dead; tendernefs 
ftrongly pleaded for the former — nature for 
tbe btcer.

Salvador 
poflefled a mind both ftrong and pure ; and 
as he walked through the dim fhades of 
the- enclofed wood, he meditated on tbe 
wonderful fccne he had witnefled fince he 
firft entered iu Warmed with devotion* 
c 3 he

he praifed that great and beneficent Being 
who had in his goodnefs led him fo mar- 
veloufly to the afliftancc of an amiable 
young creature, who muft have died had 
not almoft a miracle been wrought in her 
favour. His imagination, foaring into all 
the varied and enchanting beauties of reli- 
gion as he vvent along, filled his foul with 
adoration, and he fung forth the praifes 
of his God with fuch feelings as all who 
have a foul muft envy him of. Pity that 
fuch a heart as thine, Salvador, fliould bc 
torn by conflicäing paflions! yet remem- 
ber, in all thy afflidions, that it is from 
great minds great efForts are to be ex- 
peded; the exalted fpirit will rife fuperior 
to calamity, whilft misfortune will fink its 
oppofite. 

At Icngth Salvador arrived at his houfe; 
he was beloved by the honeft inhabitants 

of 
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ofthe Hamlet, and they feit extreme im- 
cafinefs at his long abfence. " Blefled be 
Göd,'* faid the good dame, as he entcred 
the cottage, " that you are returned in 
£ifety ! ive have all had tears in our eyes and 
Ibrrow in our heaits, thinking fome miftiap 
had ovcrtaken you, and that we fhould 
ncver havc fccn you no more." Salvador 
fmiling took the old woman bythe hand, 
and cordially fhaking it, thanked her for 
her ktndnefs« •• Dear heart, you be all in a 
muck, and your hand trembles fo— beiikc 
you are ill — mayhap ftarving all this time« 
— There, there, fet you down, and TU air 
you a dry fhirt, and get you fome vidluals :— . 
here, Bill, my gopd lad, go and draw his 
Honour a pirtt of beer, and I will warm it 
with a little matter of fomewhat in it to 
comfort your poor heart.— Aid Hylax too! 
well, you can*t think, your Honour, how 
c 4 WC 
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WC have miiTed poor Hylak, ^e have bcen 
fodifmalyou won't believc— Then comc 
and drink this^ and eat a bit, and you will 
bc pure by-and-by — thcre, come, have on 
a dry fliirt and neck-*cloth, and you will 
ibon cool and gel hearty. Dcar hcart, whcre 
have you been? andwhathas put you intq 
this taking?'* Thusdid thegood old foul 
buftle with hafty eagernefs to fcrve him 
and fupply all his wants aß far as her poör 
ftores would adfln«;-— and pity it is, Dame 
Hartly, that thy florcs are notfilledjand 
thy purfe well lined with gold, for freely 
wouldft thou ihare it with thofe that 
want ! ♦ 

Salvador, refrefhed by thc humane 
Hartly, for he had exerted all his Ipeed to 
expedite his return, colleded all the family 
round him, and gave them a fuccind ac- 
count of his adventure^, and mcntioned 

his

his wiflies of their accompanying him back 
to bury thc deceafed: thc wortby Hartly« 
wcre confounded whcn they hcard of thc 
Lady that was confined at the Moac (thc 
namc of the place Salvador had fo pro- 
vidcntially found his way to). Agc, ever 
loquacious^indulged its favorite propenßty ; 
and the good dame, and her mailer^ as 
fhe called her hufband^ feemed emulous 
which Ihould inform him of all they kncw 
refpedting it. Womeii, in fuch points, are 
generally vidorious; and £>ame Hartly, 
with much circumlocution, gave Salvador 
the ins and outs, as fhe called it^ of (he 
family of Lord Belfort^ whofe grandfather 
her grandfather ferved as carter: '* And a 
pure good fine Lord he was!" faid the 
Dame — " but this here Lord is a fad rake, 
an pleafe your Honour; and we all knows 
as how he keeps his ladies hcre in the Foreft, 
c 5 that 
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that my Lady may be never the wifer ; but

All that Salvador could learn was, that 
the prefent Lord never came to the Moat;

Nurfed 
in the bofom of religion and moral refti- 
tude, I poflefs both faith and hope, and my 
mind is cheerful and calm under circum- 
ftancesamore gloomy difpofition muft link 
under. I blefs God, that you, who fo mira- 
culoufly and critically camc to my relief 
(for, had I not received your afliftance fo 
timely, a few hours longer muft have num- 
bered me with the dead), are fo worthy and 
virtuous as to Ihow nothing inimical to my 
fafety/' 

She 
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She ceafedj almoft faint from the excr- 
tion of fpeaking fo long; and the timid 
look flic thrcw upon Salvador, claimed all 
fhc petitioned for: a natural aflbciation of 
ideas had given hera title to hisr^ard and 
rcfped, nor was it leflened by the air of 
iimplicity and modefty (he preferved;

She fqucezed his hand^ 
and, burftiftg into tears, *' 'Tis well I am 
thus relieved j you know not how much this 
load of gratitude has prefled upon me — I 
could not long have borne it/* 

The hamlet of Hartly was the only afy- 
lum tbat was yct thought of by Salvador: 
here he intended to remain a füll month, by 
which time he hoped the health of Mariena 
would be fo perfedly reftoi-ed, as tha^ flie 
would find - no difficulty in travelling 
wberever ihe fliould propofe to gOj for he 
had not confulced her on any future plan.

and confideratei and when he ftaid awaj' 
for three or four days, I cried as though 
he had been my own natural born fon ; and 
when he Icaves us (here the tears began to 

run 
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run down the atged chccks of "the good 
Hartly), I bc furc ^xAjartain it will kill 
me outright. I Warrant me he is now lay- 
ing along in the grafs^ takingonfo^ it would 
gricvc your heart to fee it/* Tbus the 
goöd dame ran on, and might have conti^ 
nued to do fo for hours» Mariena would not 
have ftopped her— every word was a daggel^ 
in her heart; and when Ihe was again joined 
bySalvador> herjoylefs countenance was 
not unobferved. He kindly alked the caufe 
of her feeming fadnefsj atear glided from 
the eye of Mariena* " You are uhhappy/' 
flie replied: on faying this, (he bluihed 
deeply, his cheek caught the glow.— " Yoo 
fed for my unhappinefs, fweet Mariena?"

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to Ac hcart-of Salvador. Edward Hartly 
\^ as a worthy foul — kncw not deceit; 
fraud had nevei- «atered his imagination— 
he would die for Salvador: he promifed 
fidelity — it was lanneceflary — Salvador 
kncw him, he exadted nothing. They de- 
parted — and the hamlet was the refidence 
of the afflidled: Hylax kft ifwith regreti 
hc walfccd flowly fromthe door — returned— 
looked at the innocent Hartlys, hung his 
tail, foüowed his mafter, and returned 
Ugain. Tb^ good old dame burft into a 
frefh flood of tears; Hylax lookcd up in 
her face, then after+tis mafter, and quitted 
thepeaceful abode of innocence forever.

*' Baron and Count were fteadfaft ft icnds 1 
^ their unioH cemented that friendfhip 
^ TOore ftrongly, and in the happinefs of 
^^ the one fanvily confifted that of the 
^^ other. The Countefs, three years after 
•<« her naarriäge^ gave birth to ä daughter, 
^ and expired. At this period I was 
-^ more than three years old : the grief

" beauty ; nothing could furpafs her infant

** feid I, leave the grave of my blefled 
** niocher?^Oh! my father! He knit his 
:^^ brow, and retired. Jujia feared he was 
*' o&nded* I foUowod him~I threw lyiy^ 
^* ieLf at his feet, I bathed his knees with

" mytcars. Hefeemeddiflatisfied^andwas 
" only half reconciled : the journey was

« Good God, Sir! would you kill her?''

^' filenced him, and, turning to Melham,

** and raifed^my heart and eyes in thank- 
=<« fulnefs for fuch a friend. The hour ar«. 
^* rived for which I was burning .with 
'* impatience, and my father and Julia ap- 
^* peared. Oh ! Mariena^ what I feit ! 
^* reafon almoft fled again* Her beauties 
** broke upon me like the fuji in füll reful- 

ge.ncc; 
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** gcnce ; and fixing my eyes upon her, I 
'' hardly refpired, tili my farher took her

** Youfpeakof Julia ?'* 

** I do, my fricnd, of Julia, thc beau- 
** tifui, accompliflied, fafcihating Julia,

** how lovely! — how much, much^more 
** fo than her mind. I thought her mind 
*' was pure, pure as the new-bornday." — 
" You loved, afid were deceived/'— . 
^ True, I have been deceived, and I 
*' have loved. — ^Thofe only who have ex- 
«^ perienced the unhappy delights of a firft 
** paflion, can form an idea what I now 
•^ endure. I imbibed it at a time of life 
** when fancy puts reafon to flight ; my 
" löve for Julia is interwoven with my 
*^ cxiftence; it grew as I grew; and it 
^' will fade and bccome languid, as I ap- 
*^ proaCh nearer and hcarer to cternity. 

'« In 
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'' In infancy began the tender flame> and 
^* ripened with the man ; the inmoft re- 
^' cefles of my troubled mind are fillcd 
'* with her loved idea ; her Image is fb 
/* firmlyfixed,] that if I would^I could not 
«• drive it hencc. No, Melham, my la- 
'' ceratcd heart may break, but it can 
^* never forget Julia.**, 

** Is Julia worthy of your love?" 
'' I boaft not of being a ftoic, I can- 
** not therefore anfwer your queftionr 
'* our theory is for others — ^praöice for 
«* ourfelves, Alk the voluptuary, why he 
*« daily partakes of luxurious viands and 
" exhilarating wines, when he is confci- 
^* ous he takes in poifon, that muft in the 
«* end confume him ? — And I, I have no 
*^ fenfe of bleflings in future : my foul is 
*« warmed with its prcfent affectionsi and, 
V when they ceafe, 1 can cxift no longer :

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'« it is a point not to be argued upon, and 
'' thus ends all the bcfefted wifdom of 
*« man ! When bis paflions come in con-

" thinks,roufe yourfelf outof tbis letbargy 
*f of woe, and look into tbe caufe as well 
<« as tbe effecft. 

" Were I to look into tbe caufe too 
«^ minutely, madnefs would again feize a 

" braiÄ 
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«^ brain not yet quite healed : pity me, 
*' but do not argue. Alas ! I prefumptu- 
*' oufly fuppofed the unrufflcd fcene of 
«* blifs would laft fpr ever; but the ftorm 
*• came, and found me unprcpared to 
** meet its violence : I grow hourly *iorc 
** iavolved, and my embarraflments 
** thicken as I labour to difcngage myfelf. 
" When I revert to paft fcenes, to the 
** days of happinefs, and think of my 
*^ prcfent bankrupt condition^ it is not 
'• within the power of man to bring cold 
** reafoning to his aid. A vifit only 
*' every fecond day, and that to laft only 
«• five minutes ! — Shame on it ! — my blood 
*• boils — my indignation rifes to a degree 
** of frenzy. — Afather to adt thus ! — Julia, 
^^ the loved, the adpred of my heart!— * 
" my brain twirls....Leave me, my friend ; 
*?:;to-morrow I fliall be better.'* I funk 
F 3 " on 
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*' on the bed, and lay in a ftate of ftupor. 
" The day my father and Julia were again 
*^ to vifit me, Melham was abfent -, when 
** I heard them coming, I placed myfelf 
" before them, and threw into my coun- 
^* tenance as much appearance of madnefs 
" as I could äflume : they both looked ar 
" xnp for fome time, and I could perccive 
*♦ more impatience to be gone, than either 
*' pity or regard in them. " Come, my 
** dear guardian/* laid Julia, •• the coach 
" waits; this fight is too much for my 
" nerves/* " It is, my charming angel/*

** me— wfiat that thought was, I^almoft

'* fufpicions well founded. I dreaded,' 
•* had I fliown any violence, that, to gct 
*^ rid of me, he wouldhave fent mefe- 
^' cretly into a private mad-houfe, and

*^ My dear friend Melham found me in 
'* fuch a ftate of diftradion, that he was fe- 
'^ rioufly alarmed for me, but by degrees 
** he brought me to myfelf. I recounted 
*' to him the caufe of my added diftrefs,

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" and my father's Intention of fending mc 

^* to a mad-houfe, ** We muft prevent

** Why Ihould I kecp it any longer a 

** fecret ? I fee no ufe now in appearing

" roared Melham.** 

** That comes better from you than 
^' me/* 

*^ There are, Salvador, reciprocal du- 
•^ ties ; and though I admire you for your 
" refped for a father, I muft confefs I 
'* conceive he has broken through all law 
'* both human and divine, and the fooner 
** you fee him in his real characfler thc 
" better. Julia, my friend, is every way 
*^ unworthy of you : flie poffeffes the moft 

«^ depraved 
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'* depraved heart — her principles and 
" beauty are fufficient to deftroy thc 
** World — fhe never loved you — ftie made 
'' you thetoolof herpleafures; and, when 
•* fhe is tired of her prefent lover, Ihe 
'* would,, if any confequences obliged her, 
*' obtain the fanftion of a hulband, and 
^* honour you with the name.'* 

*^ A heavy figh burft from the bottom 
** of my overcharged heart ; I call myfelf 
^* down upon the ground in an agony of 
" dcfpair. Melham left me to refledl on 
*^ what he had told me, and for near half 
<^ an hour preferved filence. I became^ 
^ «^ afhamed of indulging fo much weaknefs; 
*' it was a ftroke I ought to have been pre- 
«^ pared for, yet the purity of my own 
« principles taught me not to fufped fuch 
** monftrous depravity : the fhock came fo 
'* heavy in this accumulation of horrors, 
T 5 <* that 
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«* that I bccame abforbed in mifcrjr, fo 
*' poignant, that felf-deftrudion feemed 
•' the onljr rclief from fuch corrofive and 
** dreadful feelings. My friend, witK encr- 
** getic reafoning, endeavoured to rouzc 
*^ me out of my diftrefs ; and I put on a

« more fecurity the dark bufinefs I wak 
*< pondering upon : however, one quellion 
*^ he aflced me more efFedlually rouzed me 
<* than all the powerful reprefentations he 
«' had been labouring to perfuade by. Do 
«* yqu not wifh to prove the truth of what 
** I have aflerted, by M^itneffing yourfelf 
*' thofe mcetings that I allude to ? 

" Do you fuppofe me capable of doubt- 
•* ing you, Melham, the foul of honour ? 

*' Two months fince, and you would 
•' not have doubted Julia — nor yet the 

*' Baron 
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'^ Baron your father: their being guilty 
" does not make all mankind fo. 

" True : but on fo nice a point, wherc 
" a father and a beloved rhiftrefs are the 
*' objecäs — pardon me' — you fliould prove 
^* the truth by ocular demonftration. I

" The fooner you know all, the fooncr 
<« you will gain ftrength to bcar it : what 
" you now fufFcr is worfe than certainty ; 
*^ accident fortu»ately brought me ac-* 
** quainted with what it is neceflary for 
F 6 " your 
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*' your honour to be apprifed of; for Julia 
" has long outftripped the bounds of 
" modefty and virtüe." 

" When am I to be an eye-witncfs of 
** thofe atrocious deeds ?'* — '' This night, 
*' if Salvador can reguläre bis pallions ; 
** all depends on that : the danger ofadiC- 
«* covery would be greater than you are 
** aware of." He drew bis chair nearer 
*• mine, and whifpered in my ear, ** Havc 
** you never heard of private mad-

" feeling fo lacerated, I wandered out of

" heeding all, fave deep regret and fad 
" defpair. Every tie was broken — duty, 
" love, friendfhip — all that binds man 
" to man 5 all that makes lifedefirable no

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^' woc-worn breaft. It was not fingly a 
difappointment in my firft paffion ; my 
father's coiidud:, or bis crucity and un-

" tion — I loft fight of all but my own 
«^ misfortunes. Thus grown up to woe, 
** I day and night walked on, with Hylax

^ by my fide — pity for him alone has of- 
" tcn made me ftop — he was all my fad, 
*' fad deftiny had left me 2 hi the gcneral 
•* Wreck I faved but him, 

** This, Mariena, is the ftory of Salva- 
'* dor; thereft you know. It was in onc 
*« of my folitary walks that Hylax be- 
^' came the immediate agent of your de- 
" liverance. Heaven fent me tö your re- 
^* lief: if I can relieve you, life may ftill 
" be valu^ed by me. I have fworn to pro- 
*• tecä and defend you, and for this reafonr 
" have brought you to my own country. 
** Look on me, Mariena, as your father — 
«* brother — friend. Be happy, and Sal- 
•' valdor will be lefs wretched. In a day 
" or two we part. Montbelliard, my 
" caftle, ftands at the diftance of about 
^- fix days journey from your Monaftcry. 
«^ Chance often performs that for us which

^ about. In leading the virtuous Mariena

oncc was fo in England j but that happy 
hnd^ the happieft in the world, both 
from its laws and iituation^ have^ equaU 
lised the rights of all degrees of people ; 
Jiberty rears its head over tyranny and 
l^reifioni andljpreads its influenae over 
r(dl the land^ , Monarchy^ under the Ilrid 
rules of jufl:ice, moderation, and virtue, 
giyes to the happy fubjedt, that lives 
under it protedlion^ his rights^ and fecures 
himfelf from oppreflion, and his country 
from confufion. Taxation is the only 
teal evil of England." Hartly Ihook his 
head — " It is hard upon thepoor^ itprefles 
fore upon them/* ** I admit it does ; yet, 
G 3 Hartly, 
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Hartly, when you become acquainted with 
othcr countrics, you will find the poor of 
England to be envied more than thofe of 
any other nation. 1 mean to travel— you 
Ihall attend me j and when you conxpare 
the oppreffed Ruflian, Prüffian, Frencb, 
and Gerhian peafant with your neighbours 
in the New Foreft in Hampfhire, you will 
be of my opinion « it will make you more 
loyal to the illuftrious Family on thä 
Throne j and, as long as it continues the 
faithful guardian and executor of the laws« 
loyalty will be its due : there ^re multi«» 
tudcs big with their own confequcnce, 
with their ideas of liberty and of equalityi 
watching a fair opportunity to llir up the 
public mind to rebeliion. There are enough 
of thefe in all nations ; and I have fludied 
to little purpofe, if my prögnoftic of 
mighty feuds in France, ere long> does not 

prove 
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prove me a true prophct. God only knows 
how they may end! but the peaceful Ham- 
let of Hartly may feel the fhock preparing 
for the World. 

Hartly heavcd a ligh, when their ap- 
proach to the caftle called ofF all his at- 
tention. — No times but thofe of anarchy 
and confiifion could have fixed on fuch a 
fituation for a caflle : it is built on a pro« 
jedting rock, which overlooks a very deep 
Valley. The rock, which in itfelf is an 
amazing great pile, appears, at a diilance, 
to make part of the building, or rather 
the whole rock takes the form of a caftle,

05 ' • height: 
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the beft of hearta — fhe roufed her fpiritif^ 
and, with an affumed cheerfulnefs, bade 
ber words flow in fuch language» as (hould 
chafe from the bofom of Salvador all that 
her piefence had caufed to rife. But the 
voice of Madame Lindorn undid aU fhe 
wifhed her words fhould do ; for fo 
ßrikingly did its tones refemble tboft ta 
which tiis heart had been always trerti- 
blingly refponfive, that he funk into a 
chair, and burft into tears. Madame 
Lindorn fled his prefence ; fhe faw the 
blcffed image of his angel mother, and 
mourned afrefli her lofs, 

Salvador, funk in an eafy chair, brooded 
cver his afBidions, Hour after hour pailed 
-— each found him forrowful and fad^ — all 
his lofl friends pafled in review before 
him — he traced each circumftance that

Salvador alTured him he had not of- 
fended, he was grateful rather for his care:

Salvador'» flory, related to Mariena, wc 
lind^ that immediate!/ after their conni-» 
pulfory marriage, they left England with 
the Intention of proceeding to BerliQ» aa 
appearing in the circle of the Engliih 
Court, after what häd takcn place» was by 
no means defirable ; befidcs, the Baron had 
fome qualms, (bme certain uneafy fenfa« 

tion$]i

bandj upbjraiding her with her infamy, and 

threatening tp lock her up for life, to pre- 

vent 
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vcnt her playing him the famegame again 
with the firft man that fhouldi be at the 
trouble of flattcring her vanity, by telling 
her ftic was handforrie, and a mufician — 
'* For you know/' faid he, " I found you 
apt, and neither coy nor difficult to win/* 
Julia's high fpirit could ill brook fuch 
treatment ; and, by thofe upbraidings and 
taunts, her violent love was converted into 
the ftrongeft hatred. Shc, however, dif- 
fembled, and artfully concealed the work- 
Jhgs of her foul, refolving to do herfelf

' DeVerment^ avIto had languifh'ed for 
«ew joys even at Vcrfaillcs; who thought 
the Court of France he^vy and infipid^ 
ithat its pleafures had no luftre ; and where 
ic was abfolutcly i^ying of ennui-^ümnd 
jthat of Sardinia all his moft delightccf 
jiature could defire. Such are thcrcvo- 
lutions br!ought about by lovc and intereft; 
ibr of all the Courts of Europe there was

ihd, ftotwithttahding their bitter H^c^iöns, 
•the furprÜe öf ^ng fuch a theatre, fo 
*! crowded 
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cfowded, fo lightcd, and fo decorated, in 
the fmall town of I^di, that the gaiety of 
the fcene baniftied all care, — nothing 
could have pafled oiF more agreeably. 
Julia^ though her drefs was plain^. was 
wonderfuily admired j and fomc gentle- 
nien, acquaintances of the German,>in- 
vited them to a fupper, at the grcat inn 
of the Columbina, .where they were fo> 
lucky as to arrivejuft time enoögh to ob- 
tain apartmcnts. After fupper, the box^ 
and dice were introJuced 5 and both Julia i 
and her lover \vere fortunate in ^inning fo^ 
much money as put off för fome time 
longer the edairci£ement of their finances.. 
Thfey were fo pleafed with Lodi, that they 
paflTed a few days there, during which 
they repienilhed their purfes fo hand- 
fomely, that thdy fet off in htgh fpirits on 
their route to Venice.

nöthing worth notier until they arrived at 
Padua : herc they again yifited the opera^ 
biit found it fo difFerent from that at Lodi^ 
though the fingers were incomparable^ 
that they left it before it was half ovcr. A " 
theatre ill lighted and badly fiUed^ •wants 
that appearance of enjoyment that is fo nc- 
ceflary to create good humour» How truc 
is it, that half the charms of a theatre de- 
pend on the brilliancy of the audience t 
When the expedation of being pleafed by 
an entcrtainment is high raifed, the dif- 
äppointmcnt never fails of putting us out 
of» humour with every thing we meet,. for 
the night. In Coming out, they were met 
by a young Englühman, who was caught 
. vith the charms of Julia i and, accofting 
her with rather tpo much frecdom, the 
German rudely puflied him by, and, look- 
ing fcornfuWy athim, defired Julia, autha- 

ritativcly;^. 
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ritatively, to proceed to the door before 
him. The Englifliman, not being in the 
habit of pafling hy fuch treatment, re- 
fented it in fuch a nianner. before fome 
Venetian gentlemen, that the German 
thought it neceflary to his charader as an 
officer^ to call him inftantly to account, 
and a meeting was fixed for the following 
day. 

. Previöüs to this, Julia häd begun to 
form ferious refolutions of feeking a new

To thefe people 
was fhe obliged to have recourfe, when 
the trifling ready-money fhe had was göne^ 
for the falc of her trinkets, which indeed 
were but of Httle value; and thefe circum- 
flances made that little lefs, as they allowed 
heronlyjufl what they pleafed for thenu 
So true it is, that one fpecies of misfor- 
tnne is but the parent of another / and ad^ 
verfity expofes us not only to the opprei^ 
fion of flrangers, but alfo of thofe whom 

ia 
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im profpcrity we canßdered our dearefir 
friends. 

Onepf Julia's laft refources was a ring' 
formerly givcn her by the Baronefs de 
Leichenftein, which a tender recpUedtio» 
of her mat-ernal care, artd a glimmering 
ray of remorfe which now and then ob-- 
truded itfelf into her lacerated mind, fo 
fuU of angutfli, would not permit her ta 
päit with without a pang.

He was 
a handfcHne well-made man, about five« 
and-twenty, but had nothing in his air 
and addrefs qf what ihe had been always 
ufed to. However his good-humour

He dwclt ixiuch on thi5 
circamftance ; yet wifhing that what he 
had witnelTed in the night fhcmld not be 
known by any of the family, he refolved 
not to mention, even to Madame Lin- 
dorn^ any thing of the matter, and to 
pretend that ilincfs had detained him fö 
long in bed^and caufed him to ring his bell 
in the ni^, hy which means he ftuJüld'ljc 
able to inqüife into the negligence of his 
fervant) withbut giving any fufpicion of the 
real , caufe.

Th^ miniatufe of the Baron€(lk ftiU huiig^ 
outfide his Mraiftcoat s his^ thonghti^ dwislt 
not on trifles> his feelings/were t<H} e^quin 
fite to obfcjrve hi» ii^eÄ-^nd f^iH thfii 
pi<5lure dangles ac hi$ hi^ü^ Madamen 
Lindorn eagerly viewod. it^ and judge^. hifi^ 
thoughts Aviere occupied tpo miich on the 
dear original to admit another idea: f^t 
müicd him to bc a. littk reflored; by thr 
refreihment of breakfaft ere he perüjfcd a:

Salvador eat liuky talkednot, and rifing 

from 
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from thc table, the bcauty of thc day in- 
duced him to afk Madame Lindorn to ac- 
Company him in a ride: fhc complied, and 
Ihcy fet out. Shc faw he madc many efforts 
at cheerfulnefs, but ever andano"h licTufilc 
kito forgetfiilnefs ancf gloom • fhe refolved 
tD withhöld thc packet tp the following 
day, foK thc meffengcr had informed her 
of thc Contents. Sjie knew they would 
afiedt Salvador tob much; and ihe thought^ 
in the ftatc of mmd he appeared, flic was 
jufiified in the detentibn.
